_j!nd tlic notion that the President of the 
Senate has only powers which arc were!; 
ministerial, or rather mechanical. They 
have persistently represented the opposite 
view as an Invention of tbe day, and have 
affected to sneer It out of the way ns no 
worthy of consideration. 


But, so (ar from being a reccut Invention 


or In any way an afterthought, the Repub- 
lican doctrine Is lite plain teaching of tit- 
Constitution, sanctioned by the hijbei 
commentator's authority, and strengthened 
by many eases of early and consistent ap- 
plication lu practice. At the time when 
the Constitution was yet now, when many 
of its framers sat in Congress, nnd when 
the public mind was keenly alive Wauj 
misinterpretation of Its intention, especiul 
ly in the direction of the assu • plion o 
power by single officers, it was not quer 
tioned that the counting of the Electors 
vote was a dnty of Ihe President of th» 
Senate. On the contrary, ou tho flrst oe 
cu«iou when that dnty had to be pci formed 
Ihe Senate, being as yet without a Presl 
dent, elected one pro-umfore for Ihe ex 
press purpose of attending to it. And tbi. 
clear and decisive instance is rendeied 
more conclusive by the subsequent course 
of events, which was wholly In harmony 
with it. 


The constitutional doctrine that tbe 


President of the Senate must, iu the lan- 
guage of Kent, -'count the votes and dc- 
Lcnainc the result," involves the essential 
duty and power of tliat officer to deter 
uihie which are votes, and what result they 
produce. This is the only interpretation 
of tbe law warranted by its language and 
by precedent, and, whnt is of controlling 
mportance, it Is the only one which w il' 
work. It Is a principle as old as law itself 
that every legal provision must be so con 
strued, if possible, as to mate it effective 
This is so clearly necessary that law would 
he useless H ithout it. If couits andolh-'i 
bodies charged nith finding tlie'meaning 
)f laws were tuincd loose to pick flaws in 
:hc statute-book, and to give heed to no 
;uw which was not absolutely incapable of 
dubious interpretation, we should have 
chaos come again. It has become a pro- 
verbial saying that no act of Parliament 
was ever passed, through which a coach 
and four eonld not be driven. Il, then, no 
aw were to be obeyed unlll captious ob- 
cctors all ceased to find fault with its 
meaning, and all agreed up in its interprc- 
atioii, the farce which Govttnment would 
iecoine might ae well be at once swept off 
he stage. 


Mr. Stoughton makes an cxlrcmely for- 


cible explanation of the absolute impossi- 
•ili'y of relying on any other interprela- 
ion of the Constitution and thu laws, as 
hey are. than that which we have consist- 
ntly advocated, namely, that the Presl- 
ent of the Senate, guided by such infor- 


mation as he can command, alntll deeide 
rhat votes are to be counted' by him; that 
>e shall then count them, as his prcdeces- 
ors did in Washington's day, and tliat tiic 
csnlt arrived at phall be nnal. This is a 
letbod plainly derived from the Constitu- 
on, and it will work. All others rest on 
jchnical, narrow, or whimsical inlciprc- 
itions, and will not work. Kcnd the Con- 
titution ns Mr. Stoughton presents it, with 
16 Democratic view of Ihe power of Con- 


incorporated, and see' whether it can 


c for one moment supposed tliat the fraro- 
rs of that instrument ever Intended to 
avc such nonsense made of it. 
The Constitution never divided power 
etween the Bouse and the Senate for the 
urpose of defeating the objects for which 
owcr is given. That would have been 
nere folly, such as Mexicans might have 
ndulged In. caught by' tbe sound of 
hrnsee, but such as the founders, used to 
linking things out, and setting out to 
ive themselves a practical government, 
ever could have conceived. The Consti- 
ition requires that both Houses and tbe 
'resident sball assent to an net of Lcgisl: 
on before it becomes a law; but it does 
ot declare that certain things sball be 
one, and then that if either 
House 


hooses, they shall not be done. But that 
s precisely what tbe Democrats wish us 
o believe of tho Constitution. It is de- 
lared that the "votes shall be counted, 
'he Democrats say that unless the House 
.kes the w'ay in which they are being 
runted, they shall not be counted. To 
uppose that tbe framers of tbe Constitn- 
Jon intended to run the country down any 
ucb blind alley of legal interpretation. Is 
o suppose that they had ao more sense 
ban Springer and no more patrlolsm than 
Hewitt. 


Mr. Stoughton iuclines to the opinion 
bat Congress may, by legislation, settle 
be questions which are in doubt concern- 
ng Ihe Electoral votes, though he Is by 
10 means emphatic in bis statement ID 
his direction. This view la not untenable 
ndhas been widely accepted, both 
Congress and out of it. Bnt it has been 
stoutly opposed by aiine of the ablest and 
most pronounced Democratic lawyers in 
be Senate. In the absence of, soch legls- 
atioo, however, the question is whether 
be election of President and Vice Presl- 
'ent, already made by tbe Electoral Col- 
ege3, shall be declared by the method dc- 
lared by tbe Constitution and used at the 
oundation of the Government, or wheth- 
er, to sultthe ambitious purposes of Mr. 
TUden, the country shall bo plunged into
